Pictorial Review

FTER MAKING many trips 
A, to foreign lands, one can 

hardly consider it a novel- 
ty or a romance, and yet, though 
one often leaves family at the air- 
port, turning just for a brief mo- 
ment to see them in tears, he never 
loses the heartthrob that attends 
parting. He thinks of the long 
weeks ahead and of the times he 
will ache for home and its caress, 
but with his face set like a flint 
he says, “There is a job to be done, 
and I must go.” I fastened the seat 
belt in the large Douglas DC 4 and 
left the ground at Chattanooga for 
far-off places, and it was then that 
I noticed that my own eyes were 
wet with tears. 

There was a job to be done for 
Jesus and His Church. God’s un- 
merited grace and boundless love 
were the impelling forces that 
spurred me on, for there were mis- 
sionaries to encourage and pray 
with; plans and purposes for world 
revival to be sought out; nationals 
to instruct in the Church’s chal- 
lenge; various mechanics to be set 
in motion to help foster Bible 
school interest; and numerous de- 
tails to be worked out in the seven 
nations that were to be visited. 
Thus, I was ready to submit to the 
call and say, “Thy will be done, O 
Lord!” 


FLIGHT DELAYED 


Our flight to Miami was delayed 
but finally we landed there and 
were met by Brother and Sister 
Patterson, Joe, and Brother Adair. 
We had a short visit in the home 
of the Brummetts. Brother Brum- 
mett is superintendent of the West 
Indies. After two hours of sleep at 
the Adairs’, we returned to the air- 
port for the flight to Lima, Peru. 
Surely we appreciate the kindness 
of the good folks who met us. 


STOP IN PANAMA 


We made a thirty-minute stop at 
the Panama airport and I tried to 
contact Brother Angvick, Overseer 
of Panama, but failed as time was 
too limited. He has written of great 
revivals and Brother James A. 
Cross, our Assistant General Over- 
seer, reported great meetings there 
as he briefly visited this field re- 
cently. We stopped in Colombia 
and Equador. While at Guayaquil, 
Equador, we found that the plane 
was too heavy and the asphalt sur- 
face on the runway was too thin. 
The plane broke through the sur- 
face five inches on one side and to 
the hub on the other. This caused 
a two-hour delay. Finally the giant 
bird was freed from the mire and 
we zoomed on our way, arriving 








in Lima six hours late, but Juan 
and Ruth Alzamora, with the Bi- 
ble school students, were there to 
meet us. It was good to hear them 
call out, “Are you all here after 
such a trip?” - 


PERU’S CHURCH OF GOD 
BIBLE INSTITUTE 

We went directly to the home of 
the Alzamoras, and found it to be 
the school, also. Ten choice young 
people from several sections of the 
country make up the student body. 
Juan and Ruth are working hard. 
Their home is fully occupied with 
the students who eat, sleep and 
study there. They have two little 
boys, Roger and David, so there are 
fourteen in all. Many would refuse 
to make such a sacrifice, but do 
not forget, this will count in the 
morning of joy. 

Upon my arrival, they sang a 
song of welcome for me, and then 
I addressed the student body and 
faculty. 1 There are four faculty 
members. The subjects taught in 
the school are music, the Gospels, 
homiletics, doctrine, Old Testa- 
ment, teacher-training, and Span- 
ish grammar. They have a well- 
rounded course of study for a 
three-month school. 


NEW WORK IN LIMA 


Brother Alzamora recently 
opened a new and good work in 
Lima, 2 the capital, and all bids 
well for greater reports from Peru. 

I visited what churches I could 
and found that the spiritual tide 
is good and there is a great interest 
to go forward. We stopped at the 
home of an impoverished family 
and there witnessed for Him. 3 
We also visited what is known as 
the “City of God” 4 near Lima. 
Poverty stalks at its every door. 
The last meeting in Lima was of 
the highest caliber as we enjoyed a 
visitation of God’s mighty presence. 











We were due to leave on a morn- 
ing flight but “true to form,” Pana- 
gra announced, “We regret to in- 
form you that the departure time 
from Lima has been delayed until 
3:15 p.m.” This gave me a chance 
for another hour of lecture on doc- 
trine to the student body in Lima. 

It was an eight-hour, nonstop 
flight to Chile, at 20,000 feet alti- 
tude, 320 miles per hour. Had we 
been traveling by land we would 
have been on the Pan American 
Highway 5 which, although it is 
not entirely complete, crosses south 
from Alaska to Chile. 


ARRIVAL IN CHILE 


Brother Outhouse met me and 
we went by trolley through Santia- 
go, capital of Chile, to the mission 
home and school 6 on Eduardo 
Castillo Velasco Street. 

The next morning we headed for 
meetings in the country at Apo- 
quindo. First there was a spiritual 
feast from the Lord, 7 then a 
sumptuous dinner cooked on an 
open fire § and eaten heartily by 
the guests. 9 It consisted of soup 
and corn pie. The services were 
well-attended in a humble adobe 
home which seated seventy-five or 
eighty people. The singing was 
thrilling and the altar was well- 
filled with seekers. The seats had 
no backs, the floor was dirt, the 
walls were made of old lumber and 
adobe and were covered with brown 
wrapping paper, but God was 
there! 

We had two meetings on Sunday 
night. There was a listening au- 
dience that filled each church to 
capacity, and there were old- 
fashioned altar services as we know 
them here at home. 10 

With the exception of the school 
buildings and one church building 
which we own, we have only small, 
improvised, rented buildings in 
Chile, and we are in desperate need 
of our own churches. Lots general- 
ly cost from $1,000 to $2,000. If we 
can only get the lots, the nationals 
will erect the buildings. 


MINISTERS’ MEETING 
On Monday morning I attended 
a meeting for the ministers. It was 
an old-fashioned prayer meeting 
followed by a two-hour business 
session. There were twenty-six 


ministers present and they were a 
very promising group. Several oth- 
ers came later. The following gen- 
eral working program was out- 
lined: a mission offering is to be 
received once a month from the 
churches for missions in Chile; a 
council to the overseer was elected; 
a unanimous acceptance of 
Church of God literature and hym- 
nals for all the churches was 
adopted; a general understanding 
of the reporting system was voiced 
and appreciated; and the matters 
pertaining to the two Bible schools 
were thoroughly discussed for 
greater progress. Our main school 
is at the headquarters in Santiago 
(enrollment thirty) and the branch 
school is in Valparaiso (fifteen 
students). These are nine-month 
schools. An elementary school is 
conducted, with an enrollment of 
over ninety. 

The subjects taught in the Bible 
schools are doctrine, pastoral the- 
ology, homiletics, work of the Holy 
Spirit, divine healing, life of Christ, 
the fallacy of Catholicism, cults, 


prophecy, the books of Romans, 
Acts and Hebrews, evangelism, 
personal evangelism, radio pro- 


gramming, Bible synthesis, book- 
keeping, Spanish grammar, Scrip- 
ture memorizing, and Sunday 
School organization. This surely 
gives a full program and Brother 
and Sister Outhouse are busy night 
and day. Sister Outhouse has 
turned her entire home over to the 
school. There are classes in about 
every room. Sunday she went out 
early for an open-air meeting in a 
section of the city where hundreds 
and thousands live like flies in im- 
provised shacks of all descriptions. 
There are no churches, no Sunday 
Schools, and there is no one to 
point them to a better life. After 
the meeting, she brought many of 
the poor, underfed, poorly clad, 
dirty little urchins home with her 
and in the big classroom, she 
taught them the blessed story of 
Jesus. Their voices were mingled 
with songs of salvation and after 
one-and-a-half hours of meeting, 
they returned to their humble 
homes, refreshed with a shower 
from heaven. 


A LASTING MEMORY 


The lasting memory was the 




































open-air service where over three 
hundred were in attendance, and 
from which Sister Outhouse got 
her class. My, how they listened; 
and suddenly Brother Hargrave 
said, “Look at that! Did you ever 
see such a sight?” The native pas- 
tor was giving away Bibles and 
Testaments. Every arm was out- 
stretched, every hand was opened 
wide, reaching, to get the Word of 
God. I never saw such thirst, such 
hunger, and such eagerness for the 
Scriptures. 

In the interior we held meetings 
at Rancagua with the blessings of 
the Lord upon us. El Almendro was 
a far distant place with a winding 
sandy road leading to it. Brother 
Hargrave was asked to meet the 
oncoming group, so he plodded on 
foot through its dust and sand for 
a long way, and joined the march. 

“Marching with a witness” is’ the 
best title I can supply, and only 
Chile has it, as far as I know. The 
saints march to church but on the 
way the march gets larger. One 
will come forward with a Scripture 
quotation, in a loud voice. When 
that is finished, another will quote 
one. As the march continues there 
will be a chorus or two and more 
Scripture-quoting. The people in 
their homes will come out on their 
porches and lawns and listen to the 
witnessing marchers. Once the 
president of Chile was asked about 
this type of march and his answer 
was, “I like it--it helps the morale 
of the people.” Why not have a 
march in your church some time? 


CONFERENCES 

At the headquarters church, a 
number of constructive conferences 
were held. This was one of our 
busiest weeks, and it was a profit- 
able one. The convention was well- 
attended 11 and the people though 
poor and needy themselves brought 
a generous missions offering. 12 


OVER THE ANDES 

When we left Santiago for 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, from west 
to east—from Pacific to Atlantic— 
we crossed South America and the 
Andes via Pelegra Air Lines. Our 
hearts were thrilled with the mag- 
nitude of the mountain range, but 
we were more thrilled with the first 
service in a mission in Buenos Aires 
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where the altar was filled and souls 
were saved. Praise the Lord! This 
was our first service in Argentina 
—a blessed one at Quinocosta. 13 


TO MAR DEL PLATA 


A seven-hour train trip brought 
us to a fine city, Mar del Plata, 14 
where we found a good full church 
15 of spiritual people with a wide- 
awake pastor. They rejoiced in the 
preaching of the Word. Some 
were saved and one received the 
Holy Ghost. 

The next day at 4:00 p.m. we 
had a great meeting at Balcarce. 
16 The church was packed and 
several came forward for salvation 
and found the Lord. At the two 
above places we have fine church 
buildings. Balcarce is being dou- 
bled in size. We also visited the 
churches of Bataan 17 and Dio- 
nicia. 18 The latter is a new 
church which will soon be dedicat- 
ed. We returned to Mar del Plata 
for another great meeting—more 
people than the church would hold. 
We spoke on the Church of God 
and its government and the mes- 
sage was enthusiastically received. 

We went on to Dolores 19 where, 


in the afternoon, several followed . 


the Lord in water baptism 20 and 
at night the fine church was filled 
and a great altar service followed 
the preaching. 

May I take time here to say that 
Brother Hargrave was always on 
the job; he rendered me every serv- 
ice and he was an excellent inter- 
preter. Our spiritual fellowship in 


the giving forth of the Word was 
honored of the Lord and many 
were saved, sanctified, and filled 
with the Holy Ghost. The churches 
were strengthened, and with sin- 
gleness and purpose of heart, they 
are determined to cleave unto the 
Lord. The Church of God moves on 
in Latin America! 


THE BIG CHURCH 

On Sunday afternoon we were 
thrilled with the fine church or- 
chestra and the choir and congre- 
gational singing, with over 800 peo- 
ple present. This was an outstand- 
ing meeting. I was given plenty of 
time to speak on the doctrines of 
the Church—two hours to be exact. 
Many times the shouting of praises 
to God drowned out our voices and 
we had to wait for a while before 
we could continue. 


NORTHERN ARGENTINA 
It was a six-hour flight to this 
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virgin field; it reminded me of the 
open spaces in the West fifty years 
ago. There were adobe houses and 
it was not unusual to see saddle 
horses tied to the hitching posts in 
front of the country stores and 
about town. 

Brother Praniuk, 21 who is the 
pastor and a godly man, Polish by 
nationality, met us at the airport 
at Saenz Pena and soon we were 
at the church. As usual, we found 
many people awaiting us. 22 The 
service that night was great, and 
hundreds packed the church build- 
ing we have there. No altar space 
was available, so we did as in many 
places—filled the aisles with seek- 
ing souls. Numbers prayed through. 
We had. many outdoor services; 
sometimes two or three and more a 
day, and even in these there were 
those who sought prayer and de- 
liverance. 

As the old 1927 Ford took us to 
our many appointments the car 
would be surrounded by people bé- 
fore we could hardly get out. Men, 
women and children would come 
running to meet us. 


In one place I counted how many 
times I shook hands, and there 








were over 600, and “handshake” 
one must! Mothers bring their ba- 
bies in their arms and insist on a 
handshake. There were from three 
hundred to nearing a thousand of 
them a day. The “holy kiss” was 
commonplace in many areas. 


TRES ISLETAS 

Here we found a Lebanese as 
pastor, and plans were drawn and 
work was started on a fine lot 23 
for a new church. The Missions De- 
partment will have $300 in this 
property. I found the people of this 
northern part of Argentina made 
up of Germans, Russians, Czechs, 
Poles, Spaniards, Italians, and 
others, as well as Indians. 

Back at the Saenz Pena church 
we enjoyed sweet fellowship with 
our ministers and workers 24 and 
were happy for their faithful serv- 
ice to the Church. 


“MATE” 


Mate (pronounced mah-tay) is a 
weed and it grows from seven to 
ten feet high. The leaves are 
ground, and to me they smell and 
taste a little like sage. About two 
or three tablespoons of this are put 
in a little container, barrel-shaped, 


open at the small end, and then 
hot water is added. Through a 
metal tube, the user sucks away at 
the greenish-gray liquid until the 
mate tea container is emptied. 

Many hours of valuable time are 
wasted by the mate drinkers. This 
is an Argentine custom that is well- 
practiced. 

Whenever one comes to a home, 
it is not tea, but mate that is of- 
fered to him. Oh, yes, all drink 
from the same tube. One consola- 
tion is that the fellow who is thus 
engaged gives the others a chance 
to talk. Then when he is finished 
and the container is refilled, it is 
passed to another while the former 
has a talking chance, and, believe 
me, he uses it. 

They say mate is not habit form- 
ing, so in my estimation the custom 
must be the habit, for the mate 
drinker has it “all over”: the ha- 
bitual coffee and tea user. 

Brother Hargrave 25 and Broth- 
er Praniuk seemed to enjoy the 
beverage, while Brother Mario 
Mazzucco stood by awaiting his 
turn. 26 

THE GREAT CHACO 


El] Gran Chaco embraces an area 
larger than Oklahoma and it is in- 
habited by several tribes of Indians 
much in their primitive state. One 
of the tribes is the Toba, a peace- 
loving people whose land and 
homes are gradually being exploit- 
ed by the white man. 

The Toba lives in a primitive 
mud hut 27 and he generally owns 
a horse or two, a few chickens and 
a garden which doesn’t show too 
much care. There are fifteen thou- 
sand Tobas in the Chaco, and this 
is the largest tribe in the area. 
They have their own unwritten 
language which is fading out grad- 
ually and is being supplanted by 
Spanish. 

Several years ago, Pedro Marti- 
nez, the general chief of the Tobas 
(seen seated between the Executive 
Secretary and Brother Praniuk 28 ) 
was saved and brought his tribe of 
fifteen thousand into the Church 
of God. Today, over this land are 
many adobe churches where the 
Toba Indian meets his Master in 
prayer and praise. My dear breth- 
ren, if you want your heart 























touched, all you will have to do is & 
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attend one of the meetings here. 
They will greet you at the door 
with hands raised and will be weep- 
ing aloud for joy. Their shouting 
praises to God is unanimous when 
one preaches the blessed Word of 
Life to them. Never have I seen 
more weeping for joy than in these 
meetings. 


Going through this country, we 
found that the roads were full of 
dust from two to four inches deep 
and when stirred by oncoming ve- 
hicles the dust was so dense that it 
killed our visability and our driver 
would turn on the lights. Hundreds 
of miles of this in a rickety old car 
became rather gruesome. Then 
there was the traveling on the dim 
trail through high grass, under- 
brush and rough terrain. We had a 
hard time keeping our clothes fit to 
wear. Our clothes, our suitcases, 
and -.our briefcases were full of 
dust. We could hardly breathe and 
thought we could easily have had a 
convulsive spell of coughing from 
it. 


VISITS IN THE CHACO 


The first 29 was at Quitilipe 
where Brother Camilo Sanchez is 
pastor. There are 180 members. One 
hundred twenty-six persons re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost here in one 
day. 

Pampa Grande has 180 members 
and its pastor is Juan Fernandez. 
This is the home of Tobas’ chief 
and the church. 30 


Lot Seventeen 31 at Cuarta 
Legua has 150 members. Domingo 
Sanchez, a fine young man, is the 
pastor. 

Let me introduce to you a very 
remarkable old gentleman. He is 
Angel Robeff 32, a ninety-four- 
year-old pioneer of the Church in 
the Chaco. He has been in the 
ministry for thirty-five years and 
is always eager to distribute as 
much of the Spanish literature as 
we are able to send him. He walks 
for miles every week, doing 
his work for the Lord. 

At Lot Seventy-two the old 
church has become too small and is 
being replaced by a new one. The 
pole framework 33 is well under 
way. Brother Estanislao Benitez is 
the pastor of its one hundred mem- 
bers. I suppose $200 would finish 
the construction. 

Pampa Chica is a fine church 
with two hundred members and 
the building is far too small. Broth- 
er Onecencio Rojas is the pastor. 
Here, as in every place, dozens sur- 
rounded the car to get gospel lit- 
erature. 34 

We also visited a small work with 
thirty members. The meetings were 
conducted at the home of the pas- 
tor, Brother Vicente Nunez. 

There are sections where we have 
a number of churches made up of 
Germans, such as Colorado with 
ten members where Brother Enri- 
que Schaffler is the pastor. Colonia 
has thirty-seven members and 





Brother Agust Kieter is the pastor. 

We were ferried back across the 
Red River (Rio Colorado), swift, 
wide, and dangerous, much like our 
Missouri. Occasionally there had 
been a stop to view the out-dated 
mode of travel 35 or to have a re- 
freshing nibble of corn on the cob 
while waiting for the food in the 
kettle to cook. 36 

Leaving the Great Chaco, we re- 
turned to Saenz Pena for a Sat- 
urday night meeting. There was an 
overflow crowd that night and 
again on Sunday morning for the 
Bible study hour and the morning 
devotions. We instructed the saints 
to “cleave unto the Lord with pur- 
pose of heart” and taught how to 
departmentalize a Sunday School. 
After shaking hands and a final 
Dios le bendiga (God bless you), we 
were off by truck to the airport. 

It was a sad parting. Some of the © 
Indians stood off alone and wept. 
37 May God smile upon the work 
of the Church among so many 
tongues and races of people! 

Returning to the Buenos Aires 
church, we helped to set up a 
greater and more energetic pro- 
gram in the ministers’ meeting 
which was blessed of God. 


MONTEVIDEO BOUND 


We left Buenos Aires on March 
26 and soared over Montevideo, 
Uruguay, and it was a most beau- 
tiful sight. Our missionary 38 





Brother Justo J. Videla, told us 
that the Church of God was the 
second Pentecostal work in the 
country to get started, but it has 
become the largest. 

Brother Videla is a. fine Chris- 
tian man. His dear wife went to 
her reward a few years ago, but he 
carries on, and, with his son and 
daughter to help him, does a re- 
markable work for the Church. 

We had two meetings in Uruguay 
and again the churches. were 
crowded to capacity. On Wednes- 
day morning the brethren 39 met 
at Brother Videla’s home where 
matters of interest were discussed 
for two or three hours, and the 
meeting was climaxed with a great 
overflowing of God’s love. Surely 
the Lord was with us. The work 
is most promising in this nation. 


A GIANT AWAKING 


Brazil has eighteen states and 
four territories, and the federal 
district. Each state could almost 
swallow up Texas. Brazil is larger 
than the United States plus an 
extra Texas. It has its mixed popu- 
lace and in its great heart are 
hundreds of square miles without a 
gospel witness. The gospel is slowly 
penetrating these areas, and na- 
tive tribes are hearing a new story 
of the Lamb of God. 


BILL AND RHODA WATSON 


Brother Watson was at the air- 
port to meet us and we were en- 
tertained with all kindness in their 
home at Uberlandia, in the state of 
Minas Gerais. The service, in a nice 
little church, was blessed of God. 
This small church was built on the 
back of the lot, and it is to be con- 
verted into a parsonage later when 
a larger church building is erected. 
The Church has a good work in 
Minas Gerais. We have three thriv- 
ing churches and two of these own 
their properties. 


RIO 


On our arrival at Rio, Brother 
Wayne McAfee was at the airport 
to meet us. The plane was seven 
hours late. I was made to feel right 
at home in their home. God bless 
them! 

We were able to obtain a picture 
of some of our ministers in 
Brazil. 40 
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In Goias state we have thirty- 
five churches and missions and 
twelve church buildings. 41 42 We 
have three churches in the capital 
of this state, and the first one I 
visited was in the suburb called 
Nova Vila. The second was Campi- 
nas. The next service was con- 
ducted at Setor de Bela Vista and 
it was a memorable one. Many were 
not able to get into the building. 
The church has a nice choir and 
orchestra. Babies were dedicated, 
souls were saved, and people were 
added to the Church. There was a 
strong ministerial representation 
as we spoke on the teaching of the 
Church. Brother Wayne McAfee did 
an excellent job of interpreting in- 
to the Portuguese language. 

There was a_ heart-touching 
ceremony during the meeting at 
Rocha Miranda—the dedication of 
Anna Grace, the baby girl of 
Wayne and Charlotte McAfee. 


BIBLE SCHOOL IN GOINIA 


Plans are being laid for a school 
in Goinia, the capital of Goias 
state. Pray for its development. We 
have a large tract of land deeded 
to the Church for the school, but 
buildings must be erected. 

Early on the morning of April 1, 
Brother McAfee and I returned to 
the nation’s capital. We left Broth- 
er Watson in Goinia—he is to go 
farther into the interior to en- 
courage and develop the work. This 
will be a trip of about three weeks 
for him, and it takes the strength 
out of a man. His family was left 
in Uberlandia with the hundreds 
of miles of rugged terrain between 
them. These missionaries, Brother 
McAfee and Brother Watson, and 
their families need our prayers 
and support. 

Back in Rio, we visited others of 
our churches, one of which is pas- 
tored by Albertino Cunha, the fath- 
er of Brazil’s most famous radio 
and television star—a singer who 
at one time had the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. She is one of a family 
of ten children and she was named 
Abelino Maria, inspired by a Bibli- 
cal passage; however, she uses the 
name of Angela Maria, and her 
picture appears in the greatest 
magazines and papers in Brazil. It 
is very likely that she will soon ap- 


pear in America. This famous star 
is the only member of the family 
unsaved. She is a lost star, straying 
from the fold of God. 1 ask you in 
behalf of her soul and the heart- 
cry of her family, that you pray 
now earnestly for her salvation. 
God is able. 

The last night in Brazil, we 
preached in Sao Mateus (St. Mat- 
thew). The attendance was extra 
good, and people listened with 
eagerness to a one-and-a-half- 
hour message on Bible fundamen- 
tals. 

Brazil has many fine cities, some 
of them very modern in architec- 
ture and facilities. Out in the deep- 
er part of the country the streets 
are dirt and so are the plane land- 
ing fields. The homes and customs 
are most primitive. A new Mercury 
automobile costs 1,200,000 cruzeiros, 
or $20,000 in our money. A Chevro- 
let or Ford costs $14,000.. The old 
cars, and there are numbers avail- 
able, are costly. A 1925 model with 
broken windows, cracked wind- 
shield, broken. door latches — a 
worthless rattletrap to us—would 
cost no less than from $500 to $900. 
Gasoline is thirty-eight cents a gal- 
lon. An average refrigerator costs 
from $850 to $1,000. The cost of liv- 
ing is high; however, native food 
is reasonable. 

Untouched resources of Brazil 
are numerous and abundant, and if 
the populace is not exploited and 
has proper government leadership, 
Brazil can be one of the greater 
nations. Let us unite in prayer 
that this great giant of space and 
wealth may awaken to the gospel. 


TWENTY-SEVEN-HOUR FLIGHT 


Our plane was in flight twenty- 
seven hours from Rio de Janeiro to 
London. We stopped in Lisbon, Por- 
tugal, where our beloved Brother 
Tyge Stahlberg and others met me 
and very graciously took me in for 
the night. Brother Stahlberg has a 
growing Pentecostal work in Lis- 
bon and God is blessing his efforts. 

ENGLAND 

Brother Lyseight, Brother Brown, 
Brother Petit, and Brother Swabe 
met me in their English car and our 
first service was in London. About 
one year ago it was my privilege to 
set the Church in order among the 














brethren from Jamaica who have 
made their home in England. Since 
then the work has grown steadily 
and there are a number of new 
preaching centers. In London there 
are several, and among them was 
one that we set in order at Kil- 
burn, N. W., London, on April 5. 


We left London late and after 
an all-night drive, we arrived in 
Wolverhampton, where we had two 
glorious services on Sunday. Sun- 
day night at least twenty came to 
the altar seeking salvation, and a 
number were saved.

MINISTERS’ MEETING 


This was a great day! 47 The 
German ministers accepted, by 
vote, a fine constructive program; 
the work was divided into eight 
districts; respective overseers and 
youth directors were appointed, 
and there was a general uplift of 
the organizational phase of the 
work. Four boards were elected: a 
council to the overseer, a publish- 
ing interest committee, a youth 
board, and a school board. The 
ministers also elected a secretary- 
treasurer. This action will take 
some of the heavy burden off 
Brother Lauster, and it will give 
him a free hand to promote the 
cause in every field. We met with 
each board and had fine fellowship. 
Some good promotional work was 
done, and we believe that God was 
with us in this effort. 


ANNUAL CONVENTION 


The German convention was 
conducted in a large hall in 








Schorndorf. 48 It began on Satur- 
day night with excellent attend- 
ance’ and closed on Monday. The 
climax of the Sunday service was 
an old-fashioned march with an 
offering of nearly $400 for the 
school. Our school building is lo- 
cated at Krehwinkel. 49 The 
church in the background may al- 
so be used for classes if needed. 
Some of our soldier boys said they 
would try to raise $1,000 for the 
German school library.

HOME AGAIN 


The weeks passed quickly; I re- 
turned home very tired, but well in 
body and happy in spirit. People 
were kind and generous; the work 
was sound and growing; the future 
is bright and encouraging. I trust 
that my story through the camera’s 
eye has been a blessing to you, and 
in regard to these seven countries 
that you have just reviewed, when 
they pass before the Great Re- 
viewer of all men’s deeds, He will 
be able to say, “Church of God 
and workers, you have done well!” 
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® The Shad Glory in iatleiiainile 
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I want to tell you about Chuicaca—the well- 
known and loved convention of Central America. It 
was time for the convention and Sister Zoe Brown and 
I were determined not to miss it. We landed in Guate- 
mala City at nine o’clock in the evening; and since 
our plane was behind schedule we had no assurance 
that anyone would be there to meet us. However, as 
we walked toward the immigration entrance I heard 
someone call my name and there above us on the 
balcony stood Brother Herbert Walker, Jr., and 
Brother and Sister Parish waving at us. 

We drove to the Parish home where we had a 
lovely night’s rest. Early the following morning we 
left for Brother Thomas Pullin’s home in Quiche. 
The Guatemalan sun seemed close to us, and yet the 
crisp, clean air of the mountains made the journey 
a pleasant one. Around and over one curve and down 
the other we went, ever rising in altitude. You have 
heard of “hair-pin curves,” well these were “bobby-pin 
curves.” Our horn was sounding almost continuously. 

After a little while we reached Chichicastenango. 
In this village is one of the most spectacular examples 
of the idolatrous Catholic worship mixed with pagan- 
ism, superstition and witchcraft, to be found in 
Central America. As we walked from the car and 
neared the arch of steps at St. Thomas Church we 
noticed some Indians kneeling near the entrance and 
crawling on their knees, holding bouquets of corn and 
bits of vegetables while they murmured to their gods. 
Inside we saw several other Indian men leading 
their families in the pagan worship, placing their 
material offerings beside the burning candles on the 
floor. The candle wax was so thick on the floor we 
could hardly pick up our feet. To see their earnest 
faithfulness made my heart want to cry out and tell 
them there was a better way. But they would not have 
understood with the first “telling.” They must be 
convinced that the Jesus-way is better than their 
pagan idolatry, and often the missionary finds this 
a tedious task. As we went outside we saw several 
groups gathered around the fire they had made on 
the church steps, chanting weirdly as they held their 
harvest up to the sun god, then to the god of the 
trees. Witch doctors were walking to and fro swing- 
ing pots of fire and eying us keenly. A few years ago 
Brother Vessie Hargrave was almost captured at 
this place for investigating too much. So after taking 
some pictures without being too conspicuous, we left. 

We traveled higher into the mountains until we 
reached Quiche, where Brother and Sister W. R.

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McCall and their two little sons, Robert and Mackie, 
along with Brother James Wardrop and Brother M. N. 
Zezzo from Youngstown, Ohio, met us. Brother and 
Sister Pullin had dinner waiting—and what a dinner! 
Turkey with all the trimmings plus some wonderful 
new dishes we thoroughly enjoyed. Warm .hospi- 
tality grows in abundance around the Pullin home. 

We were all eager to reach Chuicaca, so as soon as 
the bedding and water jugs were packed in the cars 
we began our trip. Not far from Quiche we came to 
a gully, too deep to cross, so we stopped and the men 
put boards across the gully and directed the driver 
while he drove over. We repeated this procedure 
gully after gully until we reached the first little 
village called Patzite. The cars were unloaded here 
and parked on the side of the hill. Several of the 
believers from Chuicaca had come down to carry our 
baggage and water jugs which they loaded on their 
heads and backs. To me, it seemed they would stagger 
and fall under those loads as they climbed that steep 
hill but to my surprise they were much more grace- 
ful than we from the States. There were not enough 
mules for everyone to ride, so some of us walked. I 
had heard of the terrible climb to this Indian village 
of the Chiquilumas, but it did not seem so difficult. 
However, after about two miles of climbing I had to 
rest, and while I was sitting there on an old tree stump, 
a little Indian woman passed me, on her way to the 
convention. She carried a bundle under her arm and 
led her son with the other hand. The baby rode snugly 
on her back in his bag, as the basket sat. well-balanced 
on her head. I thought, “yes, she is on her way to en- 
joy the convention, too.” Our mode of life was so 
different, but our hearts were rejoicing in the same 
spirit. These people live so close to the earth and the 
forest they have a vast knowledge of the woods and 
seasons. The Indian can even tell, within a few 
minutes, the correct time, just by observing the 
position of the sun. He knows the names of the 
various woods. He knows just what kind to cut down 
for building his hut and what is better to leave 
standing in order to shade the coffee trees. He brings 
the herb from the forest for his sick horse or his 
own snake bite; but he has yet to learn about the One 
who made these things for him. 

The sun was just going down when we arrived on 
top of the mountain at the camp site. Service started 
at 7:30 so we hurriedly unpacked our sleeping bags 
and the men put up the curtains to make privacy in 
the little adobe house prepared for the missionaries. 
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We washed our faces and hands and walked down the 
hill to the church. I had already begun to feel the 
glories of the Lord bubbling in my soul. The chapel 
accommodated about 2000 and the place was crowded 
until there was not even standing space. All the 
sisters were on one side of the tabernacle. The ladinos 
(Spanish descent or mixed Spanish Indian) were 
dressed in American style clothing, and the Indians 
in their typical, colorful costumes. Toward the front 
where there were no benches, the Indians sat on the 
floor. As we walked in, all the occupants applauded 
us. The tears began flowing from: my eyes and 
Chuicaca joys began. Such wonderful singing—that 
sweet rhythm seemed to cause the pre

There 
was no water around the camp, so all of it had to be 
carried. Each morning two pans of warm water were 
set outside our door with a cup of water in the middle 
of the pan to wash our teeth. Of course we never used 
it for that purpose. These two pans had to suffice for 
all of our hands and faces. You would be surprised 
how little water you can use and drink. We were so 
completely absorbed in the spiritual beauty of this 
place, however, that all these inconveniences seemed 
small and unimportant.

The Third Annual English Convention of the Church 
of God in Honduras comprising the North coast and 
Bay Islands, convened at Utila, April 14-16. The con- 
vention theme was “The Urgency of the Gospel.” 
Words fail to express the wonderful atmosphere that 
prevailed. 

A chartered boat came from the coast with folk 
from La Ceiba, Las Brizas, La Lima, and from as far 
as Progreso, over 400 miles away. Others came from 
the island of Roatan on Brother Ray McNabb’s newly 
remodelled boat, the “Edith Mac.” All of our nine 
English churches were represented. The members 
of Utila and their pastor, Brother Hoover Whitefield, 
had everything in readiness when the boats arrived.

Having heard reports of the fanatical form of wor- 
ship carried on by certain religious elements in the 
Philippines during the Easter season, we drove around 
on Good Friday of this year to observe. It was rather 
shocking to see men beat themselves with lashes to 
which were secured small pieces of metal, until their 
bodies were crimson with their blood. At certain times 
they would prostrate themselves on the ground, and 
invite others to beat them with reeds. This self- 
inflicted torture continued until the victims were ex- 
hausted, and all in a vain effort to atone for sin. 
Many thousands of men, throughout the Philippines, 
engage in this heathenish form of worship each year. 

Are peace and forgiveness of sins to be obtained by 
such means? Certainly not. Their troubles and burdens 
of guilt are not diminished, but rather multiplied. 
How impossible it is for the natural man to recognize 
the folly of clinging to dead works! Only the Holy 
Spirit can bring understanding, through the Word. 

Self-torture cannot atone for personal sin. 

Dead works cannot bring justification. 

Human penitence cannot satisfy the demands of 
a broken law. 

Only faith, in the meritorious work of our Lord 
and Saviour, can bring forgiveness, justification, 
cleansing, peace and assurance. This is the message of 
abundant life, victory and blessing. This is the true 
gospel, in power and action, that transforms the heart 
and life of the sincere penitent. But, they must hear, 
for “faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God.”

big native chief was very anxious that he learn some- 
thing about the Bible that he might be the evangelist 
there in his part of the country. He was learning 
from another of our evangelists. We went over to his 
village to have the first service in the big chief’s 
country, called Cungo. He is over all of the great 
section of Cela as tribal chief. He was very pleased 
and contented that our church has come to his section 
of the country. He offered us the right to work in all 
of the villages which are under him. 

“In many other places the native chief and the 
people are calling us to come with the gospel because 
the fame of the Church of God is reaching to all 
parts, but the laborers are few and it is impossible 
for us to attend to all the calls that are now coming 
to us constantly. It is wonderful, dear Sister Stark, 
the miracles which are being performed among our 
people here and what our evangelists are telling us 
of bad sicknesses; by prayer of our evangelists who 
without doubt have very little knowledge of faith, 
the sickness is banished completely from the body of 


the patient. 


“On this trip we received the recognition by the 
government officials of eleven more evangelists being 
registered in the District of Cela or Massongo; glory 
to God! 

“One day,. back here at Gabela, a man came and 
called Brother Simao (the native pastor) because the 
wife of the man had been in child labor for four days 
and was very sick. Our Brother Simao prayed right 
then in that very minute with the husband of the 
woman and told him, “Go to your house because 
when you arrive the child will be already in this 
world and all will be well.” The man was not be- 
lieving fully but when he arrived at his house he 
found it to be as the man of God had told him. The 
results are that they are now walking with God and 
the people are being stirred to turn to God also there 
in his village. Also the son of our Brother Salomao 
Viegas was very ill, so ill that Brother Viegas went to 
buy cloth and lumber to make a casket to bury his 
son. Brother Simao went with him and prayed, and 
now the boy is well. Today our Brother Salomao, the 
father of the boy, who for some time has been weak 
in the faith, is now being a good evangelist in three 
villages. 

“Well, beloved Sister Stark, as you can see, our good 
God continues with us to save, to heal, to baptize in 
the Holy Spirit, and to. make His Church to be a 
blessing in this land. These signs shall follow them 
that believe. 

“T have made plans for a month of Bible school 
during the month of August, and God willing we will

We have closed the traveling chapter of a 3,460-mile 
evangelistic tour through Central India. We motored 
this trip and were accompanied by some of our Indian 
brethren and our youngest son, Joel. Six large con- 
ventions were held in six weeks at Shakarnager, 
Kakanada, Rajahmundry, Masulipatam, Pambaru, and 
Madras. 

Calls were many and part of the time our party 
divided and some of us went to other sections that 
called for ministry. We got a close-up view of Central 
India. No other section of this vast land is so open and 
ready for the gospel as this Telegu-speaking people. 
People attended the meetings from far and near and 
listened attentively. The best description of the whole 
that I can think of is this—Look out at virgin soil, un- 
developed land. It is full of rocks, thorns, bushes and 
roots. Put a drill in that earth and find that water 
flows in streams underneath. Examine the soil. It is 
rich and will grow trees, fruits, rice and wheat. That 
soil must be claimed and developed. That is the picture. 
There are masses of idol worshippers. Their faces 
bear the marks of idolatry; their countenances are 
void, blank and barren; they are marred with im- 
morality that is black and indescribable; truth, 
honesty, uprightness, honor and integrity have no 
true meaning to them; the benighting darkness of 
idolatry has gripped them with fear of each other, 
fear of evil spirits, sickness, crop failure and untold 
misery. Amid this, many sit yearning for God. 

The evangelist watches the people, prays and looks 
up into the face of our crucified and resurrected Lord 
knowing that He knows their needs for He hath loved 
them all. That “old, old story of Jesus and His love” is 
rekindled in the heart of the evangelist and he stands 
and proclaims Him. We read the story of the woman 
who was bent over and could in no wise lift herself up 
and set forth Jesus as the One who can lift her. He 
can lift all mankind that is bent to the earth and 
earthly—bent to idols and idolatry. Our Jesus is set 
forth in His resurrection power. Noises are then heard 
outside as they begin discussing the uselessness of 
idols and realize they are powerless. Their confusion is 
quieted and the Word continues to be proclaimed.” 


In these meetings many came forward as the Spirit 
moved upon us and Jesus claimed many as His own. 
The Holy Spirit’s moving through yielded pastors, 
evangelists and teachers will develop them into useful 
and upright lives to the glory of God and to the 
strengthening of the Church. 

On this trip we touched the main centers with the 
great gospel message but there are other centers that 
number into hundreds, and villages that number into 
thousands that have NEVER heard the name of Jesus 
Christ, the only Saviour of mankind. It is for those 
who are darkened with a thousand of the darkest 
midnights in their weary, burning, thirsty spirits and 
who yearn to know the true and living God, that the 
hearts of prayer warriors need to be stirred into 
prayer and action to reach them. 

We think of the words of our Lord Jesus to His 
disciples, “Behold, I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, 
and look upon the fields; for they are white already 
to harvest.” “The laborers are few.” We appreciate 
your prayers and giving for this dark land, but can 
you pray more that the power of the gospel- will reach 
those who remain in darkness? 

The only way to get this great work accomplished 
properly is to train our youth of India who have 
heard the call of Jesus. That is what we are doing 
the major part of the year. God is blessing and en- 
abling some to go out into the harvest. This training 
and sending forth is done first, because you at home 
have the burden of missions and you pray, and second, 
because after prayer, you give. Through your prayers 
and giving we are able to present to the Master of the 
harvest the precious, golden grain that is gathered. 
God is blessing; the task is great; the ripening fields 
are bending low in their glowing harvest colors; the 
Master is at the door. Let us put our whole hearts, 
minds and strength in prayer, in giving, in working 
for the precious souls in darkness, sin and night.

A native got caught by a crocodile here this week 
when he had a drink of water at the river. As he looked 
up he saw the crocodile and turned to run but was 
caught by the heel. He grabbed a tree and tugged 
until his leg was torn off completely at the knee. He 
crept out onto the river bank and shouted for help 
while the “croc” came out of the water to search for 
him. His friends came just in time, for he was weak 
and was bleeding to death. 

A chief was rather unkind about the arrangements 
made for the missions home and gospel band that was 
being set up in his community because the sub-chief 
had been contacted instead of him. They debated far 
into the night. The main chief left the conference 
in a rage. When he got home, while he was feeding 
his pigs, a cobra bjt him on the leg. God used a snake 
on him, I told him the next day. All seemed to turn out 
favorably for the Lord’s cause after all. 

Five new model homes and gospel band centers 
have been established here in one month and there 
are ten new teachers. These homes are established 
in native villages by the graduates of the school, and 
the people who live there and who are graduates of 
our school teach the handicraft that they learned in 
the school as well as the songs of Zion and the 
gospel story. 

A sign is put over the lintel of the door, “This is a 
Church of God home” and it is here that the natives 
come to receive their teaching. They learn home 
economics and agriculture, to tan, and to do pottery 
work. They are also taught to sing hymns and study 
God’s Word. Throughout this whole section these 
homes are being established, and from them the 
gospel message goes forth. This work was established 
by the late Brother W. A. duPlooy and it is being 
carried on in full swing by Brother Mervyn McLuhan 
who is now the overseer of the duPlooy work. The 
workers here are moving forward “like a mighty army.”
